Court action to halt a projected 
$276,000 addition to the Albert 
Steiner Cancer Clinic was author- 
ized last night by the Fulton 
County Medical Society, and trus- 
tees were instructed to employ at- 
torneys to open the battle. 

The action was taken following 
a report from the trustees of the 
society submitted by Dr. Major 
F. Fowler, chairman of the board, 
which recited reasons why the 
enlargement was deemed not 
needed. 

Apprised of the society's vote, 
Councilman John A. White, chair- 
man of the Steiner board of trus- 
tees, said: 

“I am extremely sorry they 
have taken this attitude. They 
ought to change it and turn around 
and help us instead of trying to 
block our efforts.” 

Among the major reasons as- 
signed for the action of the doc- 
tors were: 

1. That present facilities at the 
clinic are adequate to meet the re- 
quirements of charity cancer pa- 
tients in Fulton county. 

2. That the only way to liquidate 
the obligation would be to estab-

lish a pay ward.

Under the program, authorized 
by city council several weeks ago, 
the $276,000 project would be!

THE JAPANESE DOCTRINE 

The world has watched aghast as Japan has 
ruthlessly slaughtered Chinese civilians, has 
waged an unprovoked and undeclared war on a 
neighbor nation. The world stood aside when 
Japan seized Manchuokuo and made it a puppet 
state. And now the world seems helpless as 
Japan nears completion of her scheme of con- 
quest for a great slice of China. 

According to latest statements emanating 
from Tokyo, it is the policy of that government 
to abrogate, in large measure, the ‘open door” 
for trade with China. No longer will western 
nations enjay special privileges in regard to 
trade with the Chinese people. This was to be 
expected. Japan, having seized control of prac- 
tically all Chinese ports of entry, having taken 
control of Chinese customs, shipping, insurance 
and finance, would hardly be expected to forego 
the advantages of trade which were the prin- 
cipal reasons for the aggression. 

Now it is intimated that Japan is planning a 
definite policy of Asia for the Asiatics. A sort 
of Monroe Doctrine, embracing that region of 
the Orlent which comes within the Japanese 
sphere of influence. And, after all, why not? 

In the light of calm reason, although Jap- 
anese methods of gaining power and control 
have been abhorrent to all decent peoples, the 
goal now declared, that of Asia for the Asiatics, 
is intrinsically no more unreasonable than the 
oft-repeated American slogan of America for 
Americans. If this continent feels resentment 
if other nations seek trade privileges over here, 
why should not the Japanese similarly resent 
exploitation of the peoples of the East by the 
traders from the West? 

The danger, in so far as the United States is 
concerned, lies in the Philippines. There this 
country has a moral obligation and could not, 
in honor, leave the people unprotected to the 
exploitation of Tokyo. 

But this, after all, is a small complication 
compared to the danger which looms for Great 
Britain. The empire's interests are strung all 
around the globe and there, always to be con- 
sidered, India, another great country which, 
strictly speaking, is a part of Asia. 

The world, in the past decade, has seen 
many startling changes in the shifting sands of 
national power, influence and prestige. Is the 
day approaching when each quarter of the 
- globe shall form a ring about itself, jealously 
guarding its own interests and resources from 
the hands of outsiders? An era of Asia for the 
* Asiatics, Europe for the dominant nation of the 
Old Worid—at the present moment, Germany— 
and Africa for the Africans? 

If that day is dawning, it is well for the 
people of this nation to abstain, more strictly 
than ever before, from interference in world 
affairs and to see that its policy shall not only 
be America for Americans, but Americans for 
America. 


PROPER PROBATION 


There is little likelihood that George W. 
Pike, of Upson county, Georgia, will prove un- 
deserving of the probation granted when he 
was sentenced to a technical two-year term 
for violation of the liquor laws. 


3 Any man with the respect for authority 
and the sense of honor to an obligation dem- 
onstrated this week by Pike may certainly be 
* trusted to observe meticulously the conditions 
of his freedom, as set forth by the court. 
Pike was due in federal court, to plead to 
the charge against him, on Wednesday iast. On 
Sunday he started, afoot, for Macon, where the 
* court was sitting. He walked the entire dis- 
tance of 73 miles, reaching Macon late Tuesday. 
On Wednesday morning his feet were too swollen 
to permit him to put on his shoes, for his ap- 
pearance in court. So the judge arranged for 
him to enter his plea—guilty—at the jail and 
sentenced him to two years on probation. Later 
that day tife alcohol tax agent for Pike's terri- 
tory took the man home in his automobile. 
There can be little wrong with the ethics 
of a man who would undergo such effort to 
obey the court. It is to be hoped. too, that he 
acquired a better friendship and a closer un- 
derstanding with the agent who drove him 
home, a representative of the governmental 
unit which had caused his indictment.

THAT MONOPOLY INVESTIGATION 


From the inception of the monopoly inves- 
tigation the businessmen of the nation, despite 
all the assurances to the contrary, had a feel- 
ing of anxiety as to its real motives. It was 
feared, for one thing, that it would add more 
uncertainty to-the already coubtful direction 
in which the nation’s economy was being 
guided. | 

Furthermore, six years of all manner of in- 
vestigation, experimentation and intimidation, 
they felt, had been sufficient to indicate to any 
fair-minded people that business is not the 
grasping, selfish enemy of modern civilization 
many leading politicians had been wont to have 
the people believe. 

This feeling of anxiety has not been les- 
sened by the recent public statements of cer- 
tain anti-monopoly leaders. Note the latest, 
somewhat pedantic, pronouncement on the sub- 
ject by the Democratic Senator O’Mahoney, of 
Montana, chairman of the monopoly investiga- 
tion committee: “Something has gone wrong. 
Planned economy is probably the remedy. The 
government must do the planning. Business 
is bad. It must be run by the government. 
Corporations are dangerous. They are not 
private but are public.” 

There is no reason to misjudge the senator’s 
words, or add words to explain his words or try 
to explain that he might have meant something 
else. It is obvious the senator, if it were left 
to him, would utilize the investigation as a 
means of bringing all business, lock, stock and 
barrel, under control of the federal government. 
If this is firmly fixed in mind, perhaps the 
wisdom of postponing the inquisition until 
after the November 8 elections may better be 
understood. 

While it will doubtless come as news to the 
25,000,000 stockholders and the millions of em- 
ployes of the nation’s 500,000 corporations that 
all corporations are dangerous, that they are 
public institutions, not private, and should be 
run by the federal government, it will enable 
the thoughtful citizen to better understand the 
businessman’s anxiety over the probe; It 
Should also awaken anxiety. 

Hard upon the chairman’s bland pronounce- 
ment came word that Thurman Arnold, the 
President's personal trust smashing represent- 
ative, would ask for an additional $1,000,000 to 
help carry out the program. Although the so- 
called original “trust buster,” Theodore Roose- 
velt, had only five lawyers and a few stenog- 
raphers to augment his big stick, Arnold, the 
modern crusader, demands 1,200. “The present 
force,” to use his own words, “is nothing more 
ge a corporals guard to police 130,000,000 peo- 
ple.” 


Better to develop the idea, blend the two 
statements into one: Something (they neglect 
to say what) has gone wrong. Planned econ- 
omy is the remedy. The government—meaning, 
of course, the politicians—must do the plan- 
ning. Business must be run by the government 
and it takes more than a corporal’s guard to 
run 130,000,000 people! : 

Many businessmen who will be called to ac- 
count are those who picked up the finer points 
of the game of monopoly under the late, un- 
lamented NRA. When that scheme was put 
out of commission by a unanimous decision of 
the supreme court spokesmen for the admin- 
istration begged businessmen to continue the 
practices they had learned under the slogan 
“we do our part”—despite their illegality. One 
of the things encouraged was price-fixing. But 
having acceded to the urgent plea to continue 
the practice, punishment would now be meted 
out for doing it. 

In the type of investigation which the sen- 
ator’s, as well as Mr. Arnold’s words fore- 
shadow the committee may be expected to act 
as prosecutor, judge and jury. Mere insinua- 
tions can be so played up by the propaganda 
machine at the disposal of some of the inquis- 
itors that guilt of some sort may be expected to 
be a simple presumption, in many instances, 
and acted upon accordingly. 

Under the pretense of destroying thousands 
of private, so-called monopolies and “dangerous 
corporations,” one vast monopoly, under polit- 
ical management, would be set up. Congress, 
of course, would have to approve such a radical 
deviation from sanity. But when it is realized 
that such senatorial candidates as ‘California’s 
Sheridan Downey of “$30 every Thursday” fame, 
who has the personal endorsement of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, may comprise the majority in 
congress, nothing is improbable. 

If the investigation is to be conducted for 
the purpose of creating better relations be- 
tween business and government, as it should be, 
all would be well. If, however, it is to be con- 
ducted for the purpose outlined by Messrs. 
O'Mahoney and Arnold, then the people should 
demand that the whole thing be called off while 
they still have the power to do it.

The idea is 
that perhaps in the future your old friend may be able to write 
on the growth of the business in Georgia with some background, 
some comprehension of the problems facing the farmers of Georgia 
who are turning to livestock in a manner which is beginning to in- 
terest the nation’s packers.

One wonders 
what their ghosts think as they meet in the air and look at what 
Boston has become and what America has come to be since that 
day when a few angry farmers fired at them,

In America’s hall of villainy, Benedict Arnold is the chief exhibit. 
Yet we have always felt an illicit sympathy for him, for he deserved 
a better fate. 

He had served the Revolution well, 
Washington. He had proved his courage in action and suffered.a 
grievous wound. And the “government,’ composed of ineffectual, 
envious, bickering amateurs, had ignored and humiliated him. 

Pride, hurt feelings and resentment of mistreatment prompted 
his treachery. If it was unforgivable, at least it was understand- 
able. He did not hate his country, but only the individuals who 
were managing the Revolution. 

Yet his grievance against these few made him a traitor to his 
country and might have ruined the cause of freedom. 

How often in the world’s sad history the hates and jealousies 
of individuals and groups have betrayed a nation to its enemies! 

The guilty ones do not call themselves traitors or admit wrong- 
doing. The wrong is always done hy somebody else. 

“It is no fault of ours,” they say. “We are merely fighting for 
our rights. We have endured cruel injustice as long as we can. 
If this conflict weakens and cripples our country, it is the fault of 
those who oppose us. They can end it by giving us what we 
demand.” 

Both sides are fighting for their “rights.” And so combat in- 
creases hate and bitterness, both resolve to fight it out to the end, 
regardless of suffering and loss and regardless of the hurt to other 
people or the nation. 

It isn’t called treason in time of peace, but what else can you 
make of it? 

A ship’s crew may be divided into factions that have just 
grievances against one another, but what right have they to fight 
if by so doing they expose the ship and its passengers to the wrath 
of a coming storm? 

We have many quarrels in America now. 

No matter who is right or wrorfg, or how just the grievances, 
it is madness to weaken our country now by internal strife. We 
must somehow compromise our differences, postpone our quarrels, 
and work together to make America strong. 

Now, more than ever before, it is a dear and blessed privilege to 
live in America. To deserve it, we must forget self and stand ab

All work under the new pro- 
gram must begin by January 1, 
1939, and be completed within 18 
months. Officials emphasized that 
between now and the first of the 
year, still more projects in the 
state would be approved, and work 
on these, together with the proj- 
ects already authorized, would 
greatly stimulate private industry 
in the state. 

Prior to the new program PWA 
granted $7,602,695 toward proj- 
ects in Georgia, and loaned $2.- 
997,834 more. Sponsors of the proj- 
ects contributed approximately 
$8,200,000. Total cost of all proj- 
ects under construction amounted 
to about $18,714,446. 

For the 82 projects under con- 
struction the agency has granted 
$2,492,634 and loaned $126,000 
more. Sponsors have put up ap- 
proximately $3,000,000. The total 
cost of these projects is about | 
$5,622,348. 

265 Projects Approved. 

Since inauguration of the 1938 
program, a total of 265 projects, | 
inclusive of the 66 being built, have | 
been authorized. Toward these 
projects PWA has approved grants 
of $7,548,739 and loans of $414.,- 
950. The sponsors’ share of the 
cost is about $9,300,000. 

Of the more than 200 projects 
approved in 1938, PWA officials 
said four were not carried out be- 
cause of the failure of municipal- 
ities to vote necessary bond is- 
sues to pay their share. The proj- 
ects were water works at Rome 
and St. Mary’s, a school in Lau- 
rens county and a swimming pool 
at Thomaston. Total setimated 
costs of these projects amounted 
to $521,782, toward which PWA 
approved grants of $289,342.

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"Cri" Is the Ailment, a 
Scoundrel Calls "Cold"

nowledge that it is very likely 
one or another common respira- 
tory infection, just which of course 
you don't know yet, but in any 
event it is probably communica- 

ble via conversaiional spray, 80

selves accordingly. That is part 
of the golden rule of hygiene; the 


other part is the conscientious iso- | 


lation it is your dty to impose 
upon yourself in the early and 
most infectious stage of the illness. 

In any acute illness of infant, 
child or adult, when cough is a 
troublesome feature or symptom, 
a simple home-made decoction 
which is always safe and usually 
helpful is one I call “Fool Proof 
and Cri Medicine”: 

Boil or steep for 20 to 30 min- 
utes a heaping teaspoonful of flax- 
geed in a pint of water. Then dis- 
solve in the flaxseed tea one ounce 
of sodium citrate (citrate of soda) 
two tablespoonsful (one ounce) of 
glycerin, and the juice of a lemon 
Add three or four drops of essence 
of peppermint (or other flav: 
essence if you prefer). Finaliy 
strain the liquid. Dose, for infant 
or young child a teaspoonful, for 
older child or adult a tablespoon- 
ful every two hours for two or 
three days. 

This medicine keeps only a few 
days. If by mistake a baby should 
swallow the entire pint of medi- 
cine, the only unpleasant effect 
would be purgation by the sodium 
citrate. Sodium citrate for- 
merly added to the baby’s bottle 
for the modification of milk. It is a 
mild alkaline laxative, diuretic 
(kidney stimulant), diaphoretic 
(sweat stimulant) and expectorant 
(increases expectoration or softens 
and loosens it), thus easing harsh 
or unproductive cough. The medi- 
cine tends to oppose any acidosis 
attending the acute feverish ill- 
ness. It is grateful wherever there 
is soreness, rawness, hoarseness 
or huskiness or other irritation 
In the chest or breathing passages. 
I recommend it in acute cri. 

Indeed the common practice of 
resorting to medicine which 
checks cough, in acute cri, is in my 
judgement one of the unconsider- 
ed contributing causes of pneu- 
monia. That is to say if the cough
